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City’s First Mayor Charles W. Jones Wows Throng 


Distinguished Crowd 
Witnesses Ceremony 


It was a happy day for Postmaster Charles E. Louk. 
Meaning last Thursday afternoon when with a sunlit, 
solid blue sky, crisp but comfortably warm temperatures, 
the gay and varied colors of women's costumes, addresses 
were not too lengthy, including principal speech by Ray¬ 
mond R. Holmquist of San Francisco, regional director, 
U.S. Post Office, Sierra Madre’s recently-completed $120,000 
Post Office Building, 61 S. Baldwin, was dedicated. 

Incidentally, it might be remarked that the postmaster 
himself and also Sierra Madre’s first mayor, the lively, 
93-year-old, still going-strong, C. W. Jones, just about stole 
the show, each drawing prolonged applause from the 
crowd of more than 500 persons attending, including the 
75 postmasters and postal supervisors from Southern Cali¬ 
fornia and Nevada who came to Sierra Madre for the 
ceremony. 

AGAINST A BACKDROP of large chromos of President 
Kennedy and Postmaster General Day, Regional Director 
Holmquist whose territory includes all of California, 
Nevada, Arizona, Hawaii and the Pacific Islands and who 
formerly was Pa.sadena postmaster, detailed how the epic 
growth of California, with its 50,000 persons settling in 
this state monthly, has necessitated buildings like that 
now functioning in Sierra Madre. 

He told how the Christmas mail was handled with 
8,000 loss extra help than the year previous, this despite 
a 5 per cent increase in volume. 

The amazing former Mayor Jones stepped into the 
breach occasioned by the inability of Senator Clair Engle 
to appear because of his remaining in Washington to hear 
President Kennedy’s State of the Union address. 

THE FORMER MAYOR wowed the crowd with his 
numerous humorous quips, recalled the city’s first post 
office, located in a private home where the mail was 
thrown on a table and distributed; the fact that he has 
known all 14 of this city’s postmasters, five still living, 
adding that during his lifetime 15 new stars (new states) 
have been added to the American flag. 

Concluding, Mayor Jones presented a flag which had 
been flown over Capitol in Washington to Louis Van lersel, 
holder of the Congressional Medal and Robert F. Schmitt, 
commander of Embree Post, Veterans of Foreign Wars, as 
the Color Guard. They carried the flag to the front of the 
Post Office where it was raised on the flagpole there.

City’s Position Explained 


S. M, Theater

The Sierra Madre Thea¬ 
ter, a movie house of long 
and varied fortunes, has 
changed hands again.

Flood control in the Michillinda-N. Sunnyside area, 
including the Passionist Monastery and Edgeview, has be¬ 
come a moot question about a dangerous situation, espe¬ 
cially if heavy and disastrous rains ensue as is entirely 
possible at this time of the year. 

In this, City Council, aided by the County Flood Control 
District, has evolved a plan for a runoff system, centering 
about Bailey and Hastings Canyons, but which is opposed 
by a segment of N. Sunnyside residents and the Monastery 
headed by Father Pius. 

There has been much confusion about the details of 
the situation and in order to clarify it, the SIERRA MADRE 
NEWS asked Mayor W. Webster Vannier to provide an ex¬ 
planation, from the city’s standpoint. Here is Mayor Van- 
nier’s hard-hitting statement: 

By Mayor W. Webster Vannier 

"FLOOD CONTROL in the northwest section of Sierra 
Madre is blocked by fear, indifference to the possible suf¬ 
fering of other people, and by a lack of understanding (on 
the part of those who will be affected by flooding) of how 
flood control can be achieved. 

The City Council has not been able to overcome all 
these obstacles. 

The fears are of two kinds: (1) Fear that new flood 
controls might cause heavier damage to pmoperty on N. 
Sunnyside than would result if no new controls were built. 
(2) Fear of financial loss to the principals involved, Pasa¬ 
dena, Lomlta Square Corporation; owners of undeveloped 
land at the head of Michillinda Ave., Passionist Monastery 
and the City of Sierra Madre, due to lawsuits resulting 
from flood damage and/or the misuse of city funds (fol¬ 
lowing the building of new control systems for the drain¬ 
age of flood waters). 

THE FIRST FEAR (of in¬ 
creased damage if new con¬ 
trols are built) is a vote of 
no confidence in the city en¬ 
gineer and all the engineers 
of the Los Angeles County 
Flood Control District, who 
are all agreed on a plan 
which, out of their training 
and years of experience, 
they know will reduce the 
hazard to a minimum. 

It should be pointed out 
that the fire has so changed 
the flood hazard that the 
past history of the area can¬ 
not be used to predict the 
future, as the residents of 
N. Sunnyside appear to be¬ 
lieve. 

The second fear (of loss 
from damage suits) arises 
because the lawyers in¬ 
volved are either concerned 
only with their own narrow 
interpretation of the law or 
else they are trying to find 
laws and precedents to give 
confirmation to what they 
feel is the true desire of 
their clients. 

The city attorney of Pasa¬ 
dena has ruled that Pasa¬ 
dena cannot contribute 
money lor the protection of 
private property, even in an 
emergency. ’This means that 
it would take a vote of all 
the people in Pasadena at 
the next election to help us 
control Pasadena’s water on 
Pasadena’s land.

in and they have no legal 
liability, if they do nothing 
and they might incur one if 
they do anything. 

THE MONASTERY FATH¬ 
ERS have been so frighten¬ 
ed by their atorney over 
possible damage claims that 
this remote possibility has 
come to obscure the fact that 
the lives of their neighbors 
are involved. The city has 
offered them the security of 
its credit and insurance— 
which means that Sierra 
Madre would have to go into 
bankruptcy before the Mon¬ 
astery would be held liable 
for a dime—but even this is 
not enough. 

Our attorney has ruled 
that we have no legal ob¬ 
ligation to go on Pasadena’s 
’ land and spend money there 
for the protection of our own 
citizens, but that we do have 
a limited legal right to pro¬ 
tect them. He can give no 
assurance for a course of 
action that might not entail 
damages to our city. The 
City Council feels that the 
city has a moral obligation 
in the face of the serious 
problem of flood control to 
exercise that legal right. 

If to protect our own citi¬ 
zens, we go ahead without 
perrnission of all the others, 
it throws all the burden for 
damages, all the responsi¬ 
bility, upon the city. With 
the lawyers against us and 
our own citizens threatening 
to sue us, the City Council 
has delayed what should 
have been done long ago. 

IN CITIES build on our 
Foothills, the land originally 
was crisscrossed with va¬ 
grant waters in time of 
heavy rain. 

The City Council has grad¬ 
ually come to see that if re¬ 
strictive legal interpreta¬ 
tions had been allowed to 
control, no Foothill property 
could have been subdivided. 

If these waters must be al¬ 
lowed to run at will, with¬ 
out directing and channel¬ 
ing their flow into streets 
and storm drains, develop¬ 
ment would be blocked. 

The hampering effect of 
.narrow legal interpretations 
'is serious. It would appear 
■that the function of the law¬ 
yers should be to establish 
ways by which the cities, 
working with the best en¬ 
gineering information avail¬ 
able as to runoff from rain¬ 
storms and the size of the 
storm channels necessary, 
can take these wandering 
waters and control them. 

The engineers and attor¬ 
neys would then be show¬ 
ing the City Council how to 
protect the lives and prop¬ 
erty of our citizens and how 
to fulfill our moral obliga¬ 
tions. 

If all our citizens here 
would realize: That living 
in Sierra Madre means fire 
and flood danger; that this 
is common to all of us; that 
only by united action can 
maximum protection be 
achieved, and that experts 
can be trusted, then and 
then only can swift and 
comprehensive action be 
taken by the City Council. 

THE CITY COUNCIL would 
like to take the area from 
Bailey Canyon to Hastings 
Canyon, with the coopera¬ 
tion of Pasadena and aid of 
the County Flood Control 
District, and work out an 
overall system of debris 
dams and runoff channels 
which will give maximum 
protection.

Our Teachers’ Salaries 


Watch on the Potomac 


We hear plenty the.se days about the so-called in¬ 
adequacy of teachers’ salaries in California. What are the 
real facts and figures? 

A highly interesting segment of these facts has been 
developed by the National Education Association in a 
nationwide survey of educational costs. 

First, the survey indicates California teachers get the 
highest salaries on an average of any state except Alaska. 
The average, the report says, is $7,025 annually, an in¬ 
crease of $325 over last year, and $1,500 more than this 
year’s national average. 

Alaska teachers are paid on a $7,300 annual average, 
while New York, third in the list, pays an average of 
$6,700. 

Second, California schools employ 124,250 teachers and 
9,0(X) principals and supervisors, a figure reprsenting a 
year increa.so of 6,750 teachers and 531 principals and 
supervisors. 

AGAIN, CALIFORNIA’S operating expenses per pupil 
In average daily attendance Is $472 per year, which is $58 
more than the national average. Last year, this state’s 
average was $457, which indicates an increase of $15 over 
last year. Still, California can find some satisfaction in 
the fact that its unit costs are $143 per less than those 
of New York. 

California’s enrollment this year will total 3,825,000 
students, compared with 2,989,000 for New York, and a 
total of 38,633,000 for the entire nation.

“Appeasement: A Study in 
Political Decline, 1933-39” 
(Norton). It is one of the 
best “insider’s” account of 
the Cliveden Set and those 
who sought to “appease” 
Hitler that has yet been 
written. 

Rowse was a Fellow at All 
Souls College, along with 
many in the’ Chamberlain 
government who came to be 
regarded as the architects of 
appeasement. They met fre¬ 
quently and while Rowse 
was a young pro-Laborlte he 
tok part in its lively discus¬ 
sions. He also kept a diary. 

Rowse credits most of 
those in the “appeasement” 
movement with high mo¬ 
tives. But as he tells It, 
Neville Chamberlain, Geof¬ 
frey Dawson, editor of ’The 
Times, and others of the in¬ 
ner circle were animated by 
contempt for the French, an 
almost obsessive fear of So¬ 
viet Russia, indifference, if 
not Ignorance, of European 
history and an incurable 
pro-German bias.

cupation ordinance will, if finally enacted by City Council, 
tighten up certain provisions, especially in relation to 
traffic in front of homes and in the floor area used. Here 
are some of the provisions apt to be included; 

‘‘Home Occupation” is an 
occupation carried on by the 
occupant of a dwelling as a 
secondary use to the cus¬ 
tomary residential purpose. 

The following criteria shall 
be determinative of a valid 
home occupation: 

IT SHALL not involve em¬ 
ployment of help other than 
resident members of the 
family. 

It shall not generate pe¬ 
destrian or vehicular traffic 
beyond that normal to the 
residential zone in which it 
is located. 

It shall not involve use of 
commercial vehicles for de¬ 
livery of materials to or 
from the premises. 

It shall not involve use of 
signs other than the mini¬ 
mum required by law. 

It shall not involve more 
than 25 per cent of the dwel¬ 
ling floor area. 

A HOME OCCUPATION 

may be conducted only with¬ 
in an enclosed building pos¬ 
sessing four walls and a 
roof, whether the same con¬ 
stitutes part of the main 
building or is an accessory 
building; provided, however, 
the Planning Commission, 
after notice to adjoining 
landowners but without a 
public hearing, may autho¬ 
rize a home occupation in 
other than an enclosed 
building, upon a determi¬ 
nation that the same will 
not damage neighboring 
properties. 

In no way shall the ap¬ 
pearance of the structure or 
premises be so altered, or 
the conduct of the occupa¬ 
tion within the structure or 
premises be such that the 
structure or premises may 
be reasonably recognized as 
serving a non - residential
